SPIRITUALITY 

THE  Lord  is  very  pleased  with  those  who  keep  His  commandments, 
but  with  those  who  keep  not  His  commandments,  He  has  no 
promise.  We  must  never  stop,  no  matter  the  cost,  in  our  efforts  to 
serve  our  Father  in  Heaven,  though  at  times  the  road  may  be  a  hard 
one  to  take.  This  is  so  because  when  the  devil  sees  your  obedience  to 
the  principles  of  truth,  he  assigns  more  of  his  adverse  influence  to  us 
to  attempt  our  downfall.  To  overcome  the  temptations  which  beset  us, 
we  must  seek  day  by  day  to  be  more  closely  related  to  our  Heavenly 
Father  in  both  spirit  and  action.  Because  our  thoughts  determine  our 
actions;  perhaps,  the  most  vital  weapon  we  have  in  thwarting  the 
adversary  is  a  clean  mind  and  godlike  spirit.  There  are  many  ways 
that  the  Lord  has  given  to  help  us  draw  near  to  Him  and  increase 
our  spiritual  stature.  Perhaps  one  of  these  would  be  to  study  out  the 
Gospel  truths  so  that  we  may  be  able  to  catch  the  vision  of  His  eternal 
purposes  by  obtaining  a  complete  understanding  of  them,  and  be  more 
able  to  put  into  practical  use  the  commandments  which  He  has  given 
to  us.  He  has  also  commanded  that  we  should  attend  church  to  aid 
us  in  our  desires  to  be  close  to  God.  Increased  spirituality,  instruction 
in  the  Gospel  and  companionship  one  with  another  are  those  things 
which  await  us  at  all  gatherings  of  the  Saints.  Can  we  afford  to  forfeit 
such  blessings  by  not  attending  church? 

Perhaps  the  greatest  means  of  obtaining  spiritual  strength  is  by 
humble  communication  with  God  through  prayer.  "Prayer  is  the  soul's 
sincere  desire,  uttered  or  unexpressed,  the  motion  of  a  hidden  fire 
that  trembles  in  the  breast.  Prayer  is  the  burden  of  a  sigh,  the  falling 
of  a  tear,  the  upward  glancing  of  an  eye,  when  none  but  God  is  near." 
(George  Careless). 

President  George  Albert  Smith  told  the  story  of  a  boy  who  exer- 
cised the  power  of  prayer,  and  perhaps  we  could  learn  from  his 
example.  He  was  an  orphan  boy  of  nine  years,  but  before  his  parents 
died  they  taught  him  the  Gospel  and  the  value  of  prayer.  The  boy 
had  to  have  an  operation,  and  as  they  wheeled  him  into  the  operating 
room  he  sensed  the  seriousness  of  the  operation,  and  as  they  were 
going  to  give  him  the  anaesthetic,  he  said  to  the  doctor,  "Doctor, 
before  you  begin  to  operate,  won't  you  please  pray  for  me?''  The 
doctor  was  embarrassed  and  said,  "I  can't  pray  for  you."  So  the  boy 
asked  the  other  doctors  and  nurses  in  the  operating  room,  but  he 
only  received  the  same  answer.  Then  something  remarkable  happened. 
He  said,  "If  you  can't  pray  for  me,  will  you  please  wait  while  I  pray 
for  myself?"  He  knelt  on  the  operating  table  and  asked  God  to  make 
him  well  again  and  to  help  the  doctor  during  the  operation.  As  he 
finished,  the  doctors'  and  nurses'  eyes  were  filled  with  tears.  He  then 
told  them  that  he  was  ready. 

A  few  days  later  he  left  the  hospital  well  on  the  way  to  complete 
recovery,  for  the  operation  had  been  a  success. 

The  doctor  later  said:  "I  have  operated  on  hundreds  of  people, 
men  and  women  who  thought  they  had  faith  to  be  healed;  but  never 
until  I  stood  over  that  little  boy  have  I  felt  the  presence  of  God  as 
I  felt  it  then.  That  boy  opened  the  windows  of  heaven  and  talked  to 
his  Heavenly  Father  as  one  would  talk  to  another  face  to  face.  I  am 
a  better  man  for  having  had  this  experience  of  standing  and  hearing 
a  small  boy  talk  to  his  Father  in  Heaven  as  if  he  were  present." 

So  we  have  the  ingredients  of  study,  church  attendance  and  prayer 
which  when  added  abundently  to  the  mixture  of  life,  result  in  a  more 
spiritual  personality  and  an  increased  testimony  of  the  Gospel.  The 
Lord  himself  promised  us  these  blessings  when  he  said,  "Ask,  and  it 
shall  be  given  you;  seek,  and  ye  shall  find;  knock,  and  it  shall  be 
opened."

THE  society  in  which  we  live 
places  a  tremendous  amount 
of  emphasis  upon  the  proper 
education  of  the  people  which 
comprise  it.

Now,  why  should  God  our 
Heavenly  Father  have  made  such 
a  demand?

Who  is  Jesus  Christ?  I  testify 
that  He  is  the  First  Born  in  the 
spirit  and  the  only  begotten  Son 
in  the  flesh  of  the  Eternal  Father. 
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He  is  the  co-creator  and  Father  of 
this  earth,  the  Redeemer  of  all 
mankind,  and  the  first  fruits  of 
the  resurrection.  He  is  our  advo- 
cate with  the  Father.  His  is  the 
only  name  given  under  Heaven 
whereby  mankind  may  be  saved, 
who  will  yet  come  in  all  His  power, 
glory  and  majesty  to  Zion  which 
will  be  built  upon  the  American 
continent  from  where  He  will 
rightfully  rule  all  people  in  justice.

caught  the  wonderful  vision  of 
what  the  Gospel  is  about  and  love 
it  with  all  our  hearts,  might,  mind 
and  strength  and  testify  of  it, 
then  can  we  endure  all  things  to 
the  end. 

In  Primary  when  I  was  a  Sea- 
gull, I  recall  our  code.  It  went: 
"With  my  heart,  with  my  head, 
with  my  hands,  I  will  strive  to 
do  my  best  in  word  and  deed,  to 
worship  my  Heavenly  Father,  etc." 

Now,  what  I'm  referring  to  is 
even  as  in  the  MIA  Theme,  our 
hearts  should  be  the  fountain  of 
our  spirituality;  our  hands  for  the 
physical  strength  that  is  required 
to  render  service,  to  work  and 
build  up  the  Kingdom  of  God. 
What  a  different  complexion  this 
old  world  would  have  if  everyone 
would  love  the  Lord.  In  fact  the 
ten  commandments  would  not 
even  be  necessary.  For  if  we  love 
God,  who  would  want  to  use  His 
name  in  vain,  bear  false  witness, 
murder,  steal  or  break  any  of  the 
other  commandments. 

For  one  whole  year  we  will 
repeat  at  every  MIA  Meeting  our 
new  Theme.  It  has  rung  down 
from  the  beginning  of  time, 
through  all  ages  and  will  do  so 
throughout   all  eternity. 

May  we  make  it  a  very  real  part 
of  our  every-day  living.

Prosperity  or  depression,  success 
or  failure,  is  usually  the  fruit  of  man's  actions.  Man's  right  as  a  free 
agent  does  not  transcend  law,  otherwise  chaos  would  rule  and  reign. 
Freedom  is  the  child  of  obedience  to  law,  v/hile  bondage  is  born  of 
opposition  to  law.  If  youth  will  earnestly  search  out  law  and  as 
resolutely  obey  it,  prosperity  will  return  and  plead  for  acceptance. 

Perhaps  the  way  out  is  simpler  and  clearer  than  is  commonly 
assumed.  Look  back  over  the  immediate  past!  Was  there  lust  for 
money  and  power  and  fame,  at  the  cost  of  simple  honesty  and  justice 
to  the  poor  and  unfortunate?  Was  strength  of  body  and  mind  sur- 
rendered to  the  satisfaction  of  unnatural  appetites?  Were  industry 
and  toil  exchanged  for  ease  and  luxury?  Were  the  virtue  of  woman 
and  the  honour  of  man  ..forgotten?  Was  ethics  placed  above  religion? 
Was  time  wasted  and  power  fritted  away?  Anwers  to  these  and  similar 
questions  might  explain  our  present  dilemma  and  suggest  the  way  out. 

The  responsibility  for  recovery  rests  upon  the  masses  of  men,  upon 
each  one  of  us.  The  few  in  official  position,  though  of  tremendous 
importance,  can  never  and  should  never  relieve  the  many  of  their 
obligations.  No  law  is  effective  against  the  will  of  the  people.  The 
Bastille  had  thick  walls,  high  towers,  drawbridges,  and  strong  locks, 
but  when  the  people  so  decreed,  it  fell  and  the  prisoners  went  free. 
Neither  Congress  nor  Wall  Street  can  be  wholly  charged  with  our 
disaster,  or  cure  our  condition.  Only  the  people,  each  one  of  us,  can 
conquer  the  troubles  that  surround  us. 

Such  corrective  changes  are  spiritual  in  their  nature,  for  "out  of 
the  heart  are  the  issues  of  life."  This  may  be  a  new  day,  but  the  laws 
of  life  are  unchanging. 

If  youth  will  become  law  abiding,  through  and  through,  their 
coming  day  will  be  the  greatest  ever  known. 

"Men  should  be  anxiously  engaged  in  a  good  cause,  and  do  many 
things  of  their  own  free  will,  and  bring  to  pass  much  righteousness; 
for  the  power  is  in  them,  wherein  they  are  agents  unto  themselves. 
And  inasmuch  as  men  do  good  they  shall  in  nowise  lose  their  reward."' 

Youth,  moving  into  the  waiting  future,  must  use  "the  power  within 
them".  Then  all  will  in  time  be  well,  and  our  present  trouble  will 
become  transmuted  into  joy.

THE  Hell  to  be  endured  here- 
after, of  which  theology  tells, 
is  no  worse  than  the  Hell  we  make 
for  ourselves  in  this  world  by 
habitually  fashioning  our  charac- 
ters in  the  wrong  way.  Could  the 
young  but  realize  how  soon  they 
will  become  mere  walking  bundles 
of  habits,  they  would  give  more 
heed  to  their  conduct  while  in  the 
plastic  state.  We  are  spinning  our 
own  fates,  good  or  evil,  and  never 
to  be  undone.  Every  smallest 
stroke  of  virtue  or  of  vice  leaves 
its  never  so  little  scar.  The  drun- 
ken Rip  van  Winkle,  in  Jefferson's 
play,  excuses  himself  every  fresh 
dereliction  by  saying  "I  won't 
count  this  time."  Well!  he  may 
not  count  it,  and  a  kind  Heaven 
may  not  count  it;  but  it  is  being 
counted  nonetheless.  Down  among 
his  nerve  cells  and  fibres  the  mole- 
cules are  counting  it,  registering 
and  storing  it  up  to  be  used 
against  him  when  the  next  temp- 
tation comes.  Nothing  we  ever  do 
is,  in  strict  scientic  literalness, 
wiped  out.  Of  course  this  has  its 
good  side  as  well  as  its  bad  one. 
As  we  become  permanent  drunk- 
ards by  so  many  separate  drinks. 


so  we  become  saints  in  the  moral, 
and  authorities  and  experts  in  the 
practical  and  scientific  spheres,  by 
so  many  separate  acts  and  hours 
of  work.  Let  no  youth  have  any 
anxiety  about  the  upshot  of  his 
education,  whatever  the  line  of  it 
may  be.  If  he  keeps  faithfully 
busy  each  hour  of  the  working 
day,  he  may  safely  leave  the  final 
result  to  itself.  He  can  with  per- 
fect certainty  count  on  waking  up 
some  fine  morning,  to  find  himself 
one  of  the  competent  ones  of  his 
generation,  in  whatever  pursuit  he 
may  have  singled  out.  Silently, 
between  all  of  the  details  of  his 
business,  the  power  of  judging  in 
all  that  class  of  matter  will  have 
built  itself  up  within  him  as  a 
possession  that  will  never  pass 
away.  Young  people  should  know 
this  truth  in  advance.  The  ignor- 
ance of  it  has  probably  engendered 
more  discouragement  and  faint- 
heartdness  in  youth  embarking  on 
arduous  careers  than  all  other 
causes  put  together.
